-ECO-Group Forms in 
Haverhill — 


If you can remember, a few 
years ago people suddenly got 
very interested in what was 
happening to old Mother Earth. 
On a special day in April, people 
got together to express their 
opinions on what has been done, 
and what should be done to 
remedy what has. been done. 

Unfortunately, this wave of 
sentiment took on _ the 
appearances of a fad...a brief 
flurry of work, politicans jumped 
on the bandwagon, and suddenly 
the whole thing died. Or did it? 

Dan Larkin, a student at 
N.E.C.C., along with quite a few 
very concerned people, has 
formed an organization to keep 
the ecology spirit alive and well, 
and living in Haverhill, at least. 
It goes by the name of the Boxcar 
Community School, and for those 


of you who don’t like the name 


‘School’ it can also be called the 
Merrimack Valley Earth Union. 

Dan and his friends have many 
far reaching goals at the school, 
they want to try, and get an 
environmental basics course 
integrated in the public school 
system, make people aware of 
the world around them and many 
others.

ES A SE a BE BS EP 
College Intern Bill 


U.S. Rep. Michael J. 
Harrington (D-Mass.), believing 
it is important to increase youth 
participation in government, has 
introduced a bill to allow two 
additional paid summer interns 
in each office. Harrington was 
joined by 91 other 
representatives. 


The current intern program 
allows $750 per congressman to 
pay one intern. Harrington’s bill 
raises that number to three, each 
with a $750 allowance. 

Harrington commented that 
the interns he worked with had 
shown outstanding dedication to 
their work. Last summer 


’ Harrington had 26 college interns 


in his office. Most of them worked 
as volunteers, but Harrington 
-was able to allot some additional 
money on his own to pay four of 
the interns. 


Part of the need for additional 
expense is to cover the cost of 
living expenses in Washington for 
out-of-town students. Without 
these funds, internship 
restricted to those young people 
who have other means of support. 


° LOST AND FOUND 
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Interns have found their jobs to 
be educational and diverse. Last 
summer, Harrington, an anti- 
war congressman, had interns 
researching armed services bills 
to help him on his committee 
assignment. In addition, they 
worked on district problems and 
the problems of the elderly, and 
helped draft legislation in several 
areas. 

Interns also assist in drafting 
letters and general office work 
and have the opportunity to meet 
Washington officials.

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According to sources, 
unofficial I must add, close to 500 
students either dropped out or 
failed last semester. In addition 
to that number there are quite a 
few who are back this time on 
probation. 

WHY? 

When we left the old campus 
for our new one of fresh brick, 
pressed concrete and painted 
steel (to say nothing of the 
expensive and unpractical tile) 
we were told that the new 
campus would bring new life to 
the college. There would be more 
students, better facilities, a 
better all around attitude. Bull! 

If the attitude is so great, why 
are so many students leaving? In 
the old campus, there was a 
feeling of community, by that I 
mean that everyone was rather 
close. We all had to pull together 
to overcome obstacles of the 
physical type. In the new campus 
we have a different, and to me, 
more frightening type of 
obstacle. It is hard to fix a name 
to it, unless it is one of attitude. 

To me the enthusiasm seems to 
be gone. I mean the enthusiasm 
of the faculty as well ‘as the 
students too, it just seems to be 
gone. No longer do you find 
instructors in the student lounge 
drinking coffee and chewing the 
fat with the students. There is one 
main reason...physical 
separation. The faculty has its 
offices in the classroom building, 
and the main student lounge is in 
the gym. Instead of the campus 
community drawing closer, it 
seems to be separating. You 
can’t find an instructor in the 
lounge to talk over your 
problems, you have to seek him 
out in his office, isolated and 
surrounded by two bleak walls, a 
window and a door. Walking 
down the corridor to his office, 
you have the feeling that, at any 
time, a security guard is going to 
pop out, ask you to state your 
business, and ask for a security 
badge. 

This is not the fault of the 
faculty, perhaps not even that of 
the administration, it is a 
problem of expansion. No longer 
is N.E.C.C. a friendly little 
college, it is showing signs of 
developing into a Megaversity. 

Without the enthusiasm of a 
good instructor to show him why 
he needs education, a new 
student may just wonder why he 
is attending. Why waste his time 
in a dead place where nobody 
seems to care...about anything! 
The new buildings seem sterile, 
and many people seem to be 
changing with the buildings, 
becoming automotons who either 
teach in a prescribed course, or 
who attend (learning little) and 
come out stamped with an 
Associate Degree. Is school, 
college, simply a place to obtain 
the degree, or is it a place to 
learn, to study, to become more 
fully involved with the world 
around us? Who cares about 
Thoreau? Who cares what makes 
a shark tick? Is college a waste of 
time? If you answer yes you’re in 
the wrong place. If you don’t 
care, and are still attending 
school, then you’re wasting your 
time, and the time of others, and 
if you attend just to get that ‘C’ 
and squeak by, then that’s what 
you’re going to do for the rest of 
your life...squeak by. 

The whole trick is to do the best 
you can, and then do a little 
better. And while you’re doing 
that, start caring. Start caring 
about everything, become 
involved. See what the new drop- 
in center is all about, see what 
the student council has to say, 
find out why the courses are set 
up the way they are. Be different, 
give a damn and do something 
about it! You can change things, 
but only if you start trying. The 
great man is not only the man 
who leads, it is the person who 
starts the ball rolling, and then 
follows. And great does not 
always mean big...and that goes 
for colleges as well as people. 


Do Something 


When this newspaper went 
before the student council last 
semester for our budget, we were 
shocked and dismayed when they 
allotted us an amount close to 
$2,000 less than that we 
requested. 


‘Unfair!’ the cry went up. 
“The student council is playing 
favorites!’? We went around the 
newspaper office plotting ways to 
get back at the council. We had 
the feeling that they were trying 
to censor the paper by restricting 
the amount of money we could 
have. 


We were further chagrined 
when the president of the student 
council, Tom Tully said that he 
was ‘‘very disappointed” in the 
paper, that he felt the paper was 
not doing a good job. Our first 
reaction was, ‘‘Who does he think 
he is?” Our first impression was 
that Tom was reacting in a 
patronizing manner, Lord God on 
high passing down his judgment. 


Whether or not the council is 
acting in a manner to restrict us, 
we realize that Tom was 
speaking the way he felt. He truly 
felt that the newspaper was not 
doing the job he thought it should 
be doing. He has the opinion that 
the paper should give the 
students something to think 
about. Contrary to this, many on 
«ne staff feel that the paper 
should just report the news, not 
mold opinion. 


We felt that the newspaper was 
doing its job, we were reporting 
what was happening. But now we 


If someone asked me a couple 
of months ago what was wrong, 
really wrong with Northern 
Essex, I would have said nothing 
was really wrong. But now, I 
would say “‘Have you got an hour 
for me to tell you what’s wrong?”’ 


My attitudes have changed. 


somewhat drastically over this 
short span of time. I think this is 
the general mood of the majority 
of students here. The newness of 
the college has begun to wear off. 
A lot of students are facing these 
realities of this school and are 
finding it very hard to cope with. 
Or at least I’m finding it harder 
than I thought it would be. 

Maybe the best way to look at 
these problems is to try to go 
through the typical day in the life 
of an NECC student. 

First, suppose it is raining or 
snowing. The student drives his 
car into this huge area of mud, 
wires, hidden trenches, and the 
like, that we call our “Parking 
lot”. After the campus police 
direct him into his own private 
section of mud, the student steps 
out into this mire and proceeds to 
walk to the school buildings 
which, sometimes, are quite far 
away. After dodging machines, 
jumping over construction tools 
and hopping over (and in) 
puddles the student finally 
reaches his goal. This is our 
“parking lot’’. The one we all had 
to pay 25c for a sticker to park in, 
only to find out that we really 
don’t need the stickers after all. 
Can we refund? 

Once inside the school, the 
student battles his way through 
the crowd in the main lobby, or 
becomes a part of the ‘Main 
Lobby Problem’’. Hanging 
around in the lobby isn’t bad, but 
it can get frustrating with people 
blocking the stairs, doors, or the 
cigarette machine. The student 
sees this, this early in- the 
morning as a crowd of gabby 
people in their own little cliques. 
(High school days are here 
again!) 

The student goes to his class. 
Sometimes he finds a seat, 
sometimes he doesn’t. 
Sometimes there is a seat with a 


concede that perhaps. the 
newspaper should give the 
student something not only to 
think about, but to act on. In 
doing so, however, we feel that it 
should not be just the 
administration that the student 
has to contend with, but with 
every organization on campus, 
from the administration to the 
student council to the 
newspaper ! 


In the past the newspaper has 
just brought some issues to light, 
leaving the act of doing 
something about it to the students 
themselves. But I think it is time 
to change that. Not only are we 
going to bring the issues to light, 
we challenge the students to do 
something, and by students we 
mean everyone. You say you 
can’t fight city hall....we say you 
can. Many people sit back and 
say, ‘I wish, I hope, If only....” 
As a prominent man once said, 
“Tf a frog had wings he wouldn’t 
bump his rear every time he 
hops.”’ 


Don’t just sit back and throw 
stones, do something 
constructive. If you say you don’t 
care, then you never will....about 
anything. It’s not up to the other 
guy to do something, it’s up to 
you and me. Ideas are not 
accomplished by thinking about 
them, they’re accomplished by 
doing them. So don’t just think 
about it....do it! If you say you 
don’t have time, then it will be 
done by someone, just like you, 
who made time. .

We finally arrived in Innsbruck 
in the early hours of Thursday 
morning after a total of about 
sixteen hours travel time. If you 
can visualize a cherry sitting on 
the bottom of a punchbowl, then 


you can get an idea of what - 


Innsbruck, Austria, looks like. 
The site of the 1964 Winter 
Oympics, it is a _ clean, 
picturesque city surrounded by 
the majestic, snow-capped 
Austrian Alps. 

Our lodging accommodations 
were provided by two hotels, the 
Wilden. Mann and the Riese 
Haymon. Some of those who 
stayed at the Wilden Mann 
complained that the rooms were 
much too small. The rooms in the 
Riese Haymon, however, were 
very spacious with some of them 
having as many as three single 
beds. [had to give that hotel an A 
rating in spite of an occasional 
cold shower and the continental 
breakfasts. Being a person who 
loves a hearty, nourishing 
breakfast, the combination of two 
hard rolls plus a beverage didn’t 
turn me on too much. I frequently 
had to scrounge those rolls that 
the others didn’t want in order to 
fill me up. . 

While I’m on the subject of food 
and drink, the Austrian beer, 


- specifically Adambrau beer, was

Mattel has secretly developed 
a new game for adventurous 
college students, called the New 
Improved Slip n Slide Torture 
Track (ages 18 to second 
childhoods).

Draft 
Lottery 


On February 2 of this year a 
new draft lottery was drawn. 
This lottery is for people born in 
1953; that means, people whose 
nineteenth birthday is this year. 
People who had numbers drawn 
will not be eligible to be drafted 
until 1973, that is, the year in 
which they turn twenty. 

Apparently there will be no 


draft inductions for anyone until 


this June. Then, men in extended 
priority groups will be drafted 
first. If, however, you are in 
extended priority (meaning, you 
had a deferment in 1971 which 
you lost or gave up) they will not 
be able to draft you, should you 
have given up your deferment 
more than two hundred and 
seventy days before they begin 
drafting again. That will 
probably mean before August of 
last year. 

The fact that there is not 
presently an active draft does not 
mean you should not apply for 
any deferment or classification 
you want and are eligible for.

A Look At 
Socialism 


Linda Jenness, the Socialist 
Worker’s party 1972 candidate 
for President, has been 
conducting an extensive national 
campaign tour, with meetings on 
campuses all over the country, 
including a visit to Northern 
Essex, which was on December 
8. 

Influenced by the Cuban 
revoltuion and the war in Viet- 
Nam, she joined the Young 
Socialist Alliance in 1966, and 
since has become a very popular 
figure in the Socialist party. 

According to the Boston Globe, 
Mrs. Jenness stated, ‘‘Not only 
do we (the Socialist party) think 
that it is high time to present an 
alternative (to Democrat and 
GOP) but we think that the 
people are looking for one.”’ 

The party platform includes 
“immediate and unconditional 
withdrawal of American Forces 
in Vietnam,” equal rights for 
woman and appeal of all abortion 
laws, prison reform, Black 
control of Black communities, 
and an assault on President 
Nixon’s wage controls as a 
capitalistic play on behalf. of 
bankers and businessmen. The 
party’s money is also spent on 
preaching the theme... shared on 
not entirely dissimilar grounds 
by George Wallace... that there 
isn’t a dime’s worth of difference 
between the Democrats and the 
GOP.

THE GOP AND YOUTH 


Washington (WCNS)... With 
the Republican convention only 
eight months away GOP National 
Committee Chairman Bob Dole 
has no doubts that it will be open 
and will involve youth. 

“Ever since our. first 
convention in 1856 we have been 
reforming the Republican party 
to keep abreast of the expansion 
of the electorate,’ the Kansas 
Senator said in an interview. 
“Today we are moving toward 
regularizing youth participation 
in the party.” 

Dole pointed out that the 
primary source of new ideas is to 
involve youth in the GOP (what 
he likes to call the ‘‘“Grand Open 
Party”) is the DO committee— 
for delegates and organizations. 

“This 16-member panel—made 


up equally of national 
committeemen and 
committeewomen — _ was 


authorized by the 1968 convention 
to look over the rules and 
procedures of governing the 
party at all levels,’’ Dole 
explained. 

In passing, you might compare 
our reform committee with the 
Democrats’, which had less than 
one-third woman members. The 
DO Committee’s 
recommendations will be acted 
upon at the San Diego convention 
four years later.’’ He said that 
the rules adopted at one 
convention can only be changed 
by another. On the other hand, 
the Democrats can change theirs 
through their national 
committee, and thus be 
influenced by one candidate’s 
preferences.” 

“The most far reaching idea 
* os forth, by. the DO committee,” 
“Dole said, ‘‘is that voters under 
25 should be represented on state 
delegations in numerical equity 
to their voting strength within the 
states. That means that if 


“probably show in their most 
naked form, the racism that 
pervades our society from one 
end to the other and from top to 
bottom.’’ She continued on to say, 
“These prisons exist in order to 
confine and suppress those 
people who would challenge the 
status quo in this society; to 
terrorize those people who would 
challenge the authority of this 


government.”’ 
She eagerly attacked the lies 
that are being told to the 


American people. For instance, 
Nixon claims that he is de- 
escalating the war by bringing 
home the troops; however, the 
heaviest bombings since 1968 
have taken place within the past 
two months. And so it seems that 
Nixon is substituting bombs for 
troops in an attempt to get the 
anti-war movement out of the 
streets. And Americans are 
paying roughly $36,000 each time 
we bomb. The Pentagon papers 
“proved that the Democrats and 
the Republicans are exactly 
alike. They not only collaborated 
in carrying out the war in 
Southeast Asia, but in constantly 
lying to the American people 
about the effects of the war.”’ 
When Rockefeller refused to go 
.to calm Attica, he used the term 
“fair and impartial application of 
the law..’’ However, as she points 
out, there is no such thing in our 
society. George Jackson got a 10- 
year sentence for stealing $70.00 
while a few months ago, a 
stockbroker, who was convicted 
of embezzling $4 million got a 
one-year sentence. Laws are not 
made for the majority of the 
citizens, but instead to protect 
the property and wealth of the 
tiny few who control society.” 
She did not give the impression 
that the United States would ever 
become Socialist simply by 
voting it in. The point of her talk 
was that what is wanted is your 


liberation, whether it be woman’s 


lib, the gay lib, or what-have-you, 
then you had better get out and 
support those movements. If you 
are against the war, then get out 
into the streets. ‘‘The United 
States Government with all its 
military might, cannot win 
against massive, united 
resistance in action.” 

It may be worth a thought to 
consider the Socialist worker’s 
party as an alternative to the 
Democratic or Republican 
parties. As Vice President of the 
Contemporary Affairs Society, I 
helped to create an ‘Opinion 
Poll,” which many of you filled 
out. A great number of students 
said that the choice for President 
was not a very good choice, and 
some of you even said that it 
wasn’t worth voting because 
there was no suitable candidate. 
Well, here is a party and a 
candidate with new innovative 
ideas for a better society, free 
from corruption and poverty, and 
this may be your answer to 
cleaning up the mess that this 
country is in_ politically, 
economically and socially.

This 
week, Part I will look at George 
Stanley McGovern.

The latest Gallup Poll on 
Presidential candidates shows 
George McGovern at 7 percent, 
up from 5 percent from the 
previous poll. McGovern is 
coming up on the polls very 
slowly compared to previous 
figures. At a recent student poll 
conducted at the University of 
New Hampshire, at Durham, 
McGovern won overwhelmingly. 
This is strange since New 
Hampshire is considered Muskie 
country. 

McGovern’s votes will most 
likely come from the newly- 
enfranchised 18-year-olds. 
McGovern will also rely on his so- 


called ‘‘coalition of farmers, 
workers, teachers, and 
preachers’’ whom he couits so 
much on. f 


McGovern’s tepid reception 
before George Meany’s A.F.L- 
C.1.0. convention delegates in 
Miami Beach was_ indeed 


. impressive. This is the first time 


McGovern was welcomed to 
speak before the. Union 
delegates, who in the past have 
been his foes. McGovern himself 
was impressed. 

The voting public looks at 
McGovern as being ‘‘warm, 
honest, intelligent, visionary, 
compassionate, learned, 
soothing.... All the ingredients 
needed for a good President.’’ 

He co-sponsored the 
McGovern-Haittfield amend- 
ment, which called for the 
withdrawal of all U.S. troops 
from Southeast Asia 
December of 1971. The bill was 
defeated in the Senate, 55-39. 

McGovern believes the war in 
Viet-Nam ‘‘...has always been a 
battle between a_ nationalist, 
antidemocratic dictatorships in 
the South. It is not a fight 
between Chinese-backed 
international Communism- and 
the Free-World.”’ 

When asked about 
Vietnamization, he said, “‘I don’t 
care much about the future of 
General Thieu. If youare in a 
business that is bankrupt, you 
liquidate the firm instead of 
prolonging the agony.” 

McGovern believes that cutting 
back the total United States 
defense budget would convince 
the Russians to do the same. He 
believes this would curb the ever 
growing and dangerous arms 
race in the world.

California has 15 percent of its 
population between 18 and 25, 
then 15 percent of California’s 
delegation should be under 25.” 

He noted that the Democrats’ 
“guidelines”? only require 
representation by youth ‘“‘in 
relationship to their presence in 
the population of the State.”

McGovern 
has always stated his views, ‘‘As 
a young bomber pilot in World 
War II, I vowed -hat if I survived 
the war, I would devote the 
balance of my life to the cause of 
peace.

McGovern graduated from the 
Dakota Wesleyan University in 
1946. He returned to college to 
earn his Ph.D in History from 
Northwestern University. He 
states, ‘It was the pursuit of 
peace that led me into graduate 
studies in history, government, 
and international relations at 
Northwestern University.”’ He 
was a professor of history and 
government at Dakota Wesleyan 
University from 1950-1953. In 1961 
McGovern was named a special 
assistant to the late President 
Kennedy, and also Director of the 
Food for Peace Program. He was 
elected United States Senator on 
November 6, 1962. 

At this stage of the game, 
McGovern has a hard road ahead 
in order to capture his party’s 
nomination. Although he has 
made impressive gains in his 
campaign, he must work harder 
to get the nomination. 

Many believe that McGovern’s 
one-issue campaign.... the Viet 
Nam war, will lead to his 
downfall. But he argues that the 
war is connected with the 
problems that plague the 
country.

During a_ recent football 
practice in Piscataway, New 
Jersey, 34 members of the 
Quibbletown Junior High football 
team were simultaneously 
stricken with nausea, headaches, 
chest pains, and spasms.

The State Health Department 
also disclosed that athletes in at 
least nine other north-central 
New Jersey communities were 
stricken during football practice 
that day. 

Congress Moves 
Toward Critical 
1972 Sessions 

The 92nd Congress now is 
moving toward its second and 
concluding session in 1972, a year 
which can be as critical for 
decisions affecting the 
environment as for the futures of 
those involved in national 
political elections. 

Major attention has been 
directed this year on issues such 
as funding for the Supersonic 
Transport (SST), a nuclear test 
shot at Amchitka Island in 
Alaska, and basic legislation on a 
National Land Use Policy, and 
public lands. And, « significant 
hearings have been held on 
proposed legislation dealing with 
noise control, toxic substances, 
ocean dumping, and control of 
strip mining. However, little 
legislation has been enacted 
although many important steps 
have been taken on toward what 
can be critical decisions next 
year. 

Here is the current standing on 
some of the major environmental 
and natural resource issues: 

Water Pollution Control. 
Although the House Committee 
on Public Works has been 
working overtime, it now looks as 
if the House cannot act on a new 
Federal Water Pollution Control 
Act until some time early in the 
second session. The Senate 
recently passed a bill authorizing 
major construction grants ($14 
billion for four years) to funnel 
more Federal funds into cities for 
treatment plants, plus simplified 
and _ strengthened law 
enforcement. The Senate bill 
optimistically sets two goals: the 
first, to achieve water quality by

It is believed that the 
delays result from a campaign by 
environmentalists to extensively 
amend what is considered a 
basically bad bill on the floor of 
the House. Even if the House does 
pass a new pesticide law, the 
Senate has done nothing in this 
area yet and it would be 
impossible for them to get a bill 
out in the short time remaining in 
this session. Therefore, it seems 
as though the pesticide issue will 
also be carried over into the 
second session of the 92nd 
Congress. 

Alaska Native Claims. Both the 
House and the Senate passed 
versions on a bill which would 
give the Alaskan natives 
approximately $1 billion and 40 
million acres of land. The bill just 
recently passed the Senate and is 
headed_. for the House-Senate 
Conference Committee in order 
to iron out some of the 
differences. The Alaska Native 
Claims bill may be sent to the 
White House prior to the end of 
the first session. 

Power Plant Siting. Although 
power plant siting legislation has 
no chance of being enacted this 
session, it has turned out to be 
one of of the most important 
exciting environmental issues of 
the year. The House Interstate 
and Foreign Commerce 
Committee is expected to 
consider late this year or early 
next year a bill drafted by the 
Communications and Power Sub- 
committee which would, in the 
eyes of most environmentalists, 
create an environmental 
disaster. In an unusual alliance, 
the Administration has sided 
with the environmental 
organizations in seeking to get an 
environmentally acceptable bill. 
With the power companies 
lobbying hard on the other side, it 
is expected that there will be a 
monumental struggle. The bill 
which the Sukzommittee 
reported out contains a number 


Interior Committee, says energy 
policy is not an end in itself, but a 
tool to attain national goals which 
are future-oriented. ‘‘National 
goals are, by necessity, a set of 


_asbtract expressions of the 


desires and aspirations of the 
American people,”’ he explains. 


“They are found in _ the 
Constitution, the laws and the 
regulatory practices of 
government; they are a 


reflection of the traditions, the 
culture, the ethics, and the hopes 
of the American people.” 


The committee then asked Dr. 
Franklin P. Huddle, of the 
Library of Congress, to develop 
information on objectives and he 
prepared a background paper, 
“The Evolution and Dynamics of 
National Goals in the United 
States.” 


Dr. Huddle traces our national 
objectives from their genesis in 
our pre-revolutionary war era, 
when the colonies were ill- 
assembled and agriculturally- 
based, through expansion into the , 
world’s most highly organized 
and_ technologically-oriented 
nation in the world. His 


The deadliest ‘poison in the 
world is produced by bacteria 
that cause botulism, a disease 
contracted from eating 
improperly canned foods, reports 
Dr. Isaac Asimov in the January 
issue of SCIENCE DIGEST. The 
bacterium is Clostridium 
botulinum. It needs no oxygen to 
survive, and can flourish in 
improperly process vacuum- 
packed foods. “Less than an 
ounce of the spore, if properly 
distributed, would be enough to 
kill every human being on 
earth,”’ claims Dr. Asimov.

Limiting your baby’s vision to 
a few inches, as it is in a covered 
buggy or crib, may lay the 
groundwork for later eye 
problems. Dr. George Jessen, a 
Chicago optometrist, reports in 
the January issue of SCIENCE 
DIGEST that restricting a child’s 
field of vision causes the eyes to 


adapt to the short view, 
elongating the eyeball, which 
causes myopia. Dr. Jessen 


suggests hanging mobiles, 
positioning television at a good 
distance, and providing proper 
lighting.

of opposing forces of this era: 
conflicts between the forces of 
economic and industrial growth 
and expansion of the Nation and 
the forces producing pollution 
and other environmental impacts 
that impair man’s surroundings. 

Throughout the years, 
Americans first sought the 
agricultural ideals expounded by 
Thomas Jefferson and then the 
industrial development proposed 
even earlier by Alexander 
Hamilton. In attaining these 
ideals, the Nation moved from 
expansion and settlement into 
technological development 
highlighted by automotive and 
electric power. Dr. Huddle then 
lists these major national goals in 
recent years: a return to turn-of- 
the-century cultural and 
economic pattern (1920-29); 
overcoming the economic 
depression (1930-41); defeating 
the Axis in World War 2 (1942- 
45); containing communistic 
expansion and stabelizing world 
political systems (1946-57); 
responding to Russian 
technological surprises, such as 
space flight (1958-67); and coping 
with insults to the quality of the 


All participants will be 
encouraged to present 
resolutions to be considered by 
the non-government 
representatives attending.

domestic physical environment 
(1968-present). 

Dr. Huddle even suggests some 
proposed goals. He recommends 
an institution to study the future 
of the Nation for the purpose of 
identifying opportunities to 
confront vital questions at their 
inception. He also proposes study 
on a goal of perfecting human 
interrelationships in a changing 
world. He suggests resolution of 
two basic issues: growth vs. 
stability, and national security 
vs. military potency. And, he 
says the goal of environmental 
quality still requires definition. 

The Senate Interior Committee 
staff is assembling information 
and attitudes as the first phase of 
the study, a phase dealing with a 
broad review of important 
national goals and_ their 
relationships to existing energy 
policy. In early June, President 
Nixon sent a message on “‘clean 
energy’? to the Congress and 
outlined his program, which was
